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Water snails consume the algea that crows in and discolors the nool water, 
they should not be put in a new pool as “they. will have nothing to live on, 
but soon as the vool sides and the paves of es plants become ee the 
snails can live and thrives 


Piace lime in the ool by wravzving e small cud full in paver and vilacing 
in a corner of the lily box, cover with soil, if a larse vool, vlace several 
of these; some days after placing, punch the vaver. and allow some of the lime 
to float in the water. Lime placed in the vool this way will hel» keen the 
water from becoming over acid, atid the snails need lime for their shell,
